THE EDITOR’S CLIPBOARD 

I asked for information regarding Solid State Drives (SSD). 
I’m mostly interested in how this relates to the SD card in my 
Raspberry Pi, but SSD are becoming more popular in PCs, 
laptops, tablets, iPods, smart phones, and cameras as well. 
What follows are a list of questions from me and answers 
from Jim Leonard from the Chicago Classic Computing 
Group (http://chiclassiccomp.org/): 

Q) Should I be leery of buying used electronics from eBay if 
SSD are soldered in, because the owner may have used the 
device in an application that wore out the memory? 

A) No answer 

Q) How can you measure the wear level of an SSD? I have 
found 3 Linux commands (df, du, and stat) but none of these 
seem to report wear levels. 

A) No answer so I asked the next question 

Q) I am running Linux. Perhaps I could write a BASH script 
that will calculate the number of bad blocks/sectors/pages 
based on the shrinking size of total blocks/sectors/pages? 
A) The size doesn't shrink. SSDs have a certain percentage 
of extra storage that is used to map bad spots. This 
happens automatically. 

Q) What are the warning signs that your memory is about to 
start failing? When it does start failing, how do you know? 

A) No answer so I asked the next question 

Q) Perhaps there is a command that will report the number 
of bad blocks/sectors/pages? 

A) S.M.A.R.T. tools might 

Q) Does SSD memory get slower as the wear level goes 
up? 

A) No 

Q) Is wear leveling managed by the SSD itself or by the 
operating system to which it is connected? 

A) The SSD itself. 

Q) Are all SSD alike or are some made with higher quality? 
A) Like all merchandise, some are better than others. Read 
some reviews to gauge quality. 

Q) What utilities are available for SSD? 

A) That is specific from manufacturer to manufacturer. 
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Q) What applications are not suited for current technology 
SSD? For example, if I want to record security video, 
should I use an SSD or HDD? 

A) HDD, because you are constantly (re)writing video in a 
loop. Also, sustained rates are faster from an HDD. SDD's 
strength is in random reads, or number of lOPs. SSDs are 
excellent for drives that house programs and operating 
systems. 

Q) Is SSD technology likely to improve with the advent of 
things like memristor technology? 

A) Yes. In 10 years, HDDs will be a thing of the past. 

Q) Is there a better way to do SSD? One option I just 
learned about is hybrid HDD/SSD technology. 

A) I have one of these drives and have been very 
disappointed by the performance. My current desktop setup 
is an SSD to hold the operating system and 
frequently-used programs, and a 4-HDD-raid setup for my 
video editing. 

Dale/lndiviniti (also from Chicago Classic Computing) said: 
“SSD technology is improving every year. A new drive is 
spec'd by the manufacturer to outlast the warranty period 
for the drive. To be concerned about SSD longevity, as 
with any electronic component, should not really be an 
issue of economy, but of value. The value of an SSD drive 
is its speed, not its longevity, it will eventually fail, but 
surely not likely as fast as hard drive of comparable size 
will fail. I would not trust SMART or any other signs of 
wear or imminent failure. If your data is valuable, mirror it 
via RAID1, or maintain a backup. There is no infallible 
storage medium. SSD wear is managed by the SSD 
firmware, in that bad memory locations are mapped out, 
similar to bad blocks for hard drives. There are no 
application un-suited for SSD, SSD is the fastest storage 
medium for writes today, and is cached on the controller, 
just like the fastest hard drives made. SSD is awesome, 
and if you can afford it, and can afford to back it up, it's a 
technology that has matured enough to invest into. I would 
always be careful of what you buy on eBay, especially if 
the SSD is older and was used heavily. You're always at 
the mercy of the honesty of the seller. 

“As far as low level utilities, check with the drive 
manufacturers for those, or Google for those. Not needed 
really if you have a backup.” 

Then Dale/lndiviniti said: 

“One thing to keep in mind with SSD's is that sequential 
sustained write performance these days should be pretty 
good, as when writing large files. Random reads and writes, 
or bursty small writes should still be faster than a HDD, but 
may be a performance issue if you have multiple 
applications performing continuous concurrent random 
writes to an SSD. With newer SATA3 or SAS drives, and 
drives manufactured with Enterprise specifications, it will be 
difficult to saturate a SSD to perform slower than a HDD. 
SSD's shine when used for applications and paging, 
although some get concerned about lifespan and still believe 
page files should be mapped to a HDD. Hard to say. I think 


I would keep the page file on the SSD and let the OS fly, or 
use a DRAM based SSD for page files if lifespan is such a 
concern. As for writing and storing data, I would use an 
SSD as a caching drive if Intel SRT is available on your 
mainboard, which would speed up writes to a HDD. And 
ultimately, I'd back up data drives, whether SSD or HDD, to 
a separate HDD. So, small SSD's are the way to go to 
speed up system I/O, with data storage still ending up on 
HDD's. A small WD raptor with large cache for the page file 
is another option too. I think I would still use a DRAM PCI-E 
SSD for maximum page file performance if money was no 
concern, as it really does not have to be a big drive to hold a 
page file.”

Raspberry Pi

The Raspberry Pi is a $35.00 single-board computer 
capable of running Linux. It is about the size of a credit 
card. It can run the Linux X1 1 desktop in order to provide a 
graphical user interface (GUI). It has an Ethernet port and I 
can connect to it via Secure Shell (SSH). It has two USB 
ports and an HDMI port so that I can connect a keyboard, 
mouse, and monitor and log in that way too. If the HDMI is 
not detected on power up then it will output video on the 
composite video output. It uses a Secure Digital (SD) card 
in place of a hard drive. It requires a USB 700mA charger 
as a power supply. Each USB port is limited to 100mA. If 
more current is required from the USB then you must use a 
USB hub. The $35.00 is just for the single board computer. 
The keyboard, mouse, monitor cable, monitor, SD card, and 
USB charger are extra. The computer uses a 700MHz 
ARM11 microprocessor. In addition to the microprocessor 
the Raspberry Pi also has a fancy video generator capable 
of processing streaming video. The Raspberry Pi also has a 
number of General Purpose Input Output (GPIO) ports. 

It can emulate the TRS-80 Color Computer / Tandy Color 
Computer / CoCo. The Raspberry Pi can likely be placed 
inside the case of the CoCo making the CoCo appear self- 
sufficient. Perhaps a USB WiFi dongle could be made to 
provide Internet, email, ftp, or ssh support. It can likely be 
made to work as a DriveWire server. Perhaps you could 
drag a file into a program like Dropbox or an ftp server and 
then access it on your CoCo. 

I have connected mine to a USB to RS-232 Serial adapter 
and connected the RS-232 Serial to an XI 0 controller. The 
idea is to turn on and off the exterior lights according to 
sunrise and sunset times. The Raspberry Pi typically draws 
about 2 watts of power and can be left on 24 hours a day for 
this application.

CoCoPi

Ever since I got my Raspberry Pi (a credit card sized 
computer, designed for learning to program 
www.raspberrypi.org), I wanted to emulate all things CoCo 
on it. After much messing with new versions of the Mess 
Emulator source (www.mess.org, now actually Marne 
source), I was able to compile and run an older SDL 
version of Mess (SDLMess0125). 

I had already cut SDLMess0125 down to CoCo only 
machines. (CoCos, MC10, Dragon, and all variants) I 
removed all the 'non-coco' machines and some of the 
emulated hardware that I thought would not be used. 
(There are probably more devices and stuff that could be 
removed.) After a lot of fiddling I got SDLMESS0125 
compiling and running on my Raspberry Pi. 

Compiling SDLMESS on the Raspberry Pi takes a very 
long time and quite a bit of memory. SDLMess0125 (and 
other old versions can be obtained by: 
wget http://rbelmont.mameworld.info/sdlmess0125.zip 
(Arbee's WIP Emporium » SDLHome x.y.z the SDLMAME 
Homepage) 

Since I made many changes to the SDLMESS0125 code, 
a patchfile is available at: 

https://dl.dropbox.eom/u/8040060/NL/sdlmess0125.diff 
After unzipping the source, change to the top directory of 
the code, copy the patchfile there and enter: 
patch -p 1 < sdlmess0125.diff 

Enter 'make' and SDLMess0125 should compile (takes a 
long time). After compilation is complete, you will need to 
move the executables to a suitable directory (I use 
/usr/local/bin). 

Then it is just a matter of setting up your directories (I 
copied mine from my main computer.) Create a .mess 
directory in your home directory. Move to the .mess 
directory and enter the command 'mess -createconfig’ 
to create the mess.ini file. You will need to create the 
directories 'cart' 'cass' 'cfg' and 'roms' (in the .mess 
directory). 

Enter the command 'mess -listroms' for a list of ROMs 
needed for each machine. Note that you _must_ own a 
real machine to be legally able to use the ROMs. ROM 
images can be obtained from many places online. Mess is 
capable of using 'zipped' images with multiple roms inside. 
ROM images should be placed in $HOME/.mess/roms 
directory (like it says in mess.ini.)
